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NAVY DISCUSSES CARR INLET 


Official Statement Shows Intention to Use It a Minimum of Time 


S this was written, the USS Bashaw, a fleet submarine, 
Fer scheduled to be the first Navy ship to undergo 
sound tests in the recently completed acoustic range in 
Puget Sound’s Carr Inlet near Tacoma, Washington, ac- 
cording to announcement from the Public Information 
Office, 13th Naval District. 

Prior to the Bashaw’s test runs, which were to start on 
September 14, the Navy reiterated its oft-repeated instruc- 
tions to all personnel concerned that interference with pleas- 
ure craft in Carr Inlet and adjacent waters be kept to the 
very minimum. 

In keeping with the Navy's earlier promises, yachtsmen 
may expect only occasional delays, many of only five to ten 
minutes, and frequently none at all. The maximum delay 
will be forty-five minutes, the period when the Navy ship 
is actually being ranged. A break of approximately fifteen 
minutes will then follow to per- 





mit passage of waiting vessels. 
The Navy will not operate the 
acoustic range on Saturdays, Sun- 
days or holidays, and only be- 
tween the hours of 9 to 12 a.m. 
and 1 to 4 p.m. daily, Monday 
through Friday, for a maximum 
of 150 days a year. All vessels, 
powered or non-powered, can 
operate as freely as desired dur- 
ing these off periods. Swim- 
ming and other recreational ac- 
tivities along the shore of the 
Inlet will not be affected. 
Non-powered craft will be 
able to pass through this area as 
they please, as a special route has 
been designated for them. A 
mutual agreement between the 4 
Navy and commercial users of f- ~ +*SQ 
Carr Inlet permits commercial | 
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to grant the Navy use of Carr Inlet was made by the Sec- 
retary of the Army. His decision was based on factual in- 
formation gathered over a ten year period and encompassed 
all possible water sites in and adjacent to the United States. 

Until the acoustical range at Carr Inlet was placed in op- 
eration, the United States was the only major world power 
lacking facilities for measuring detectable noises made by 
warships. With acoustical ranging Navy scientists and 
physicists will in the future be able to analyze and measure 
noises made by surface and submarine craft, so that ef- 
fective silencing countermeasures may be devised, with a 
consequent possible saving of thousands of lives and mil- 
lions of tons of shipping. 

The actual testing on the USS Bashaw and subsequent 
ships is be to conducted from a specially constructed steel 
hulled non-powered Navy barge. The sound range is op- 
erated by seven civilian scien- 
tists and physicists who are re- 
sponsible for measuring and an- 
alyzing the sounds made by the 
craft being tested and recom- 
mending changes or measures 
to assure minimum detection 
through sources by enemy ships 
and enemy sound detection de- 
vices. 

So that all users of the Inlet 
can be kept informed of the 
Navy's requirements for use of 
Carr Inlet, the Navy will pub- 
lish its planned operation thirty 
days in advance in the Coast 
Guard's ‘‘Notice to Mariners,” 
local newspapers and other local 
news media, and will notify in- 
terested individuals or individ- 
ual companies upon request. 

Notice to pleasure and com- 
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through traffic, including tugs 
with tows, to enjoy free access 
and egress to all points within 
Carr Inlet, Pitt Passage, Hale 
Passage and to adjacent waters by notifying the Navy in 
accordance with procedures already set up. Navy operations 
will be suspended when necessary to permit such traffic 
and the Navy is installing and will maintain suitable moor- 
ing buoys for tugs and tows which seek haven in the pro- 
tected waters of the Inlet. 

The decision on the use of Carr Inlet for an acoustical 
range was reached only after long and thorough studies of 
other areas. Carr Inlet was found to be the only suitable 
and available body of water capable of satisfying the re- 
quirements of this vital research work. The final decision 
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Carr Inlet, showing range course, signal towers, buoys 
and beacons.

ducted is made through a series 
of semaphore signals located at 
various points around the Inlet so as to be readily visible. 
In the case of commercial craft desiring access or egress, 
the Navy asks only that it be notified as far in advance as 
possible by ship-to-shore phone, radio or approaching 
signal so that it may suspend its operations as may be 
required. 

The Navy promises to cooperate with the residents and 
users of the Carr Inlet waters and is confident that over a 
period of time its use of Carr Inlet will result in far 
less interference than was at first anticipated.

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Its control by the use of Chemical Wood Preservatives

ROM the seven seas of the world come the good little 

B ships to rot away on a desolate shore or in some for- 
gotten shipyard, their useful life shortened by many years 
and no longer a pleasure and pride to their masters or 
owners. These are the skeletons of work well done, of dark 
nights and stormy seas conquered, of cargoes carried and 
of races won. This is the end of the slanting deck, of rails 
awash, of full sails and a spanking breeze, of starlit waters 
and pleasant companionship. Beached is the little ship. 
Forgotten are the long days and nights of pleasure it gave 
—left alone to die with only the memory of its life of 
service. This is not justice nor is it loyalty, for evesy little 
vessel deserves to live out its 
three score years and ten. 
“Good men, good boats, like 
brothers by the sea, done with 
their work, join in eternity.” 
Rot, that destructive growth, 
can be controlled and the usa- 
ble life of a boat increased 
by many years. Our present 
knowledge of ship building, of 
ventilation; the use of inher- 
ently decay-resistant woods, but 
most of all our research and 
development of chemicals that 
preserve the wood by control- 
ling the growth of decay pro- 
vide methods easy to use and 
simple to adapt either to new 
boat construction, to repair 
work or to maintenance. And 
best of all, the owner himself 
can apply these preservatives 
and secure added life and sta- 
bility, staunchness and sound- 
ness in his craft. Knowing that 
this is possible and refusing to

It is not possible to control temperature. The variations of 
heat and cold go on with the changing weather and 
climates. Although decay lies dormant during the cold 
weather, it starts to grow again once the temperature 
reaches the minimum necessary for the decay fungus to 
work. Many attempts have been made to control the amount 
of moisture taken up by wood but none succeed when 
long time exposure is considered. Given a high humidity 
(water vapor) and long enough exposure all wood will 
pick up moisture and no so called water-proofing presently 
available will suffice to prevent 
it. Then, too, the element of 
construction must be consid- 
ered. Wood in a boat should 
be allowed to expand and con- 
tract within limits. It is this 
factor in a wooden boat that 
makes it “easy,” gives it flexi- 
bility, permits it to “go and 
come’’ and every boat builder 
compensates for this property 
of wood when he builds a boat. 
In addition there is no possi- 
bility of sealing all plank ends, 
all edges, every screw hole and 
all seams, for if they move they 
will admit water vapor or even 
liquid water itself. All that 
ever can be done is to make 
wood resistant to the rate by 
which it will absorb moisture 
—slow down the time taken 
to expand or contract. Varnish, 
enamel, paint, sealers and 
cements are useful for their de- 
signed purposes but too much

vestment in a little vessel so surely and completely destroyed 
as by the cancerous growth of decay, nor is it so well re- 
turned ten-fold as in preventing the disintegration due to 
rot. Then in truth the vessel has a master and the master 
has his ship. 

Decay is a fungus—a micro-organism that feeds on the 
cellulose contained in the wood cell. There are four factors 
necessary for the growth of decay. They are (1) Proper 
temperature. (Decay grows most rapidly between 70° and 
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ly wet, then decay could not 
exist, for wet wood has all the voids filled with water and 
there is no air, and dry wood has air but no moisture. 
In between is the danger point. Although great care is 
taken by every boat builder to provide proper ventilation, 
(and the owner can further this effort by carefully taking 
advantage of this to secure a free circulation of air at all 
times), there are places where it is impossible to obtain 
sufficient ventilation to keep the moisture content in the 
wood down to the minimum, In the bilge, around the 
frames and gussets, back of the ribs, in the stem, keel and 
stern fashion pieces, behind the butt blocks and in all the 
other places and in the dark and dusty corners is where 
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A rotten frame like this is not hard to find. One glance is enough. 
Note the ordinary blunt table knife embedded in it. 


moisture hides and decay grows. 

So, in the end all that can be done is to poison the food 
that the decay fungus lives on. Chemical wood preservatives, 
properly chosen and properly applied, will do this and 
control the rot. They contaminate the wood with inhibitors 
that kiil the micro-organism that eats wood cellulose, This 
is both the simplest and easiest method and the most per- 
manent, for the poison (toxic) stays in the wood as long 
as the wood itself exists. It is well to remember, however, 
that the poison does not kill where it does not go and 
unless the wood is deeply penetrated with the toxic, the 
wood is not preserved. 

There are certain tell-tale signs of decay. Your nose, 
properly blown out before you use it will direct you 
to the seat of rot—a musty odor that is a cross between 
decayed vegetable matter and a leaky toilet. An ice pick, 
used to explore into the corners, behind the paint films, 
into the discoloration back of varnish on the bright work, 
around loose caulking is an excellent tool and can help 
you on your tour of discovery. And don't neglect the 
mouldings where fresh water becomes trapped or on deck 
where some fitting has come loose and water has crept under 
it. All these and many more can be found if a good try 
is made and it is done often enough to detect the growth 
of decay at its start. A good thing to remember when 
tracing decay is that it most often occurs in the end grain

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and seldom in the flat or faying surfaces. It is the end 
grain that most rapidly absorbs moisture. Just as you see 
your dentist twice a year and your doctor for a check-up, 
so ‘‘see’’ your boat inside and out twice a year and start 
to work at the first sign of decay. It is much easier to stop 
then. Have you ever given much thought to the winter 
cover or the sun and weather cover you use on your boat? 
Perhaps in an effort to protect your boat at the dock from 
sun and water and dirt you have a cover that is ventilation 
proof. How about decay now? With the heat on the top 
of the cover and the water in the bilge, a perfect high 
degree of humidity is obtained under the cover and in the 
boat and the ideal condition to grow decay then exists. 
Take a look, for more damage is done by too tight covers 
than by all the wet water from any other source. So, if your 
cover is too tight, push it away from the sides of your boat 
a little and install a ventilator ia the highest point, a cheap 
chicken coop ventilator available at any hardware store will 
do, to let out the hot moist air. And leave the ports and 
hatches open, particularly fore and aft. 


Many of the time honored methods of decay control 
either call for special construction and design, such as 
salting, or have passed into the discard because they were 
supposed to work, and records finally proved them value- 
less, The use of linseed oil or white lead in oil is one, 
for it is demonstrable that decay will grow faster in the 
presence of linseed oil than it will without it. “Save the 
surface and you save all’ used to be the slogan of the 
paint manufacturer, but only the first part of this is true 
for paint and varnish and enamej do not penetrate below 
the surface far enough to prevent decay which is where 
decay exists. Rot is frequently found behind a paint film 
because water is trapped there and cannot escape through 
the paint and this kind of rot is well hidden and dangerous. 
A porous paint that will permit the passage of moisture 
is worth considering for the bilge, inside the hull proper 
and for all other inside finish if the objections of the 
little women involved can be overcome. Let her pick the 
color, you pick the porous paint and you will receive 
good dividends in added protection against decay. A sealer, 
even though it contains a poison to control decay is prac- 
tically useless unless it penetrates deeply and most sealers 
do not. They are simply thinned varnishes and stay close 
to the surface. If we are to choose a good wood preserva- 
tive, it ought to have certain characteristics that make it 
worth our while to buy and to apply. It ought to penetrate 
deeply into the wood, well below the surface. It ought to 
be safe to use and not create any health hazard either 
by contact with the skin or by breathing the fumes. If 
it has a skull and cross bones on the label, it may be 
dangerous to use. It should have no objectionable odor to 
permeate food stuffs and clothes. If it is colorless and does 
not affect the drying of subsequent paint or varnish coats, 
then it can safely be used on bright work, but if it has 
color and the color bleeds through any top coats, then we 
may find ourselves in a bit of trouble. It should be thin 
enough to penetrate behind paint films when there are 
minute cracks in the paint and it should present no fire 
hazard when it is dry. But most important, it must be 
powerful enough to stop decay and permanent so that it 
will not lose its toxicity over long periods of time and ex- 
posure to the elements. A fair amount of time and labor are 
involved and we do not want to waste it on useless material. 

Generally, wood preservatives fall into three classifica- 
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tions and these are known, more or less, by the names of 
the toxics or poisons they contain. Less confusion will exist 
if the preservative is identified by its formula and the 
chemical name of its fungicide’ (toxic) than by the many 
trade names of materials now available. There are the 
naphthenates, one of which is copper naphthenate and is 
green in color and the other is zinc naphthenate which is 
clear and almost water white, Copper naphthenate is one 
of the oldest and best known wood preservatives and has 
been a satisfactory chemical all through the years. It has, 
however, some disadvantages. It often slows down or pro- 
hibits the drying of any subsequent coat of paint or varnish, 
it can and often does bleed through white hull paint 
causing unsightly green blemishes and it does not penetrate 
as deeply as some other preservatives, The zinc naphthenate 
has a comparatively poor record as a wood perservative but 
is an excellent preservative to control rot, mold and mildew 
in canvas, rope and textiles. It should be used only for 
these purposes and not for wood. Peculiarly, from the 
chemical viewpoint, the oxides of either zinc or copper 
have little value as a wood preservative, nor has the oxide 
of mercury, although mercuric oxide is an excellent barnacle 
or ships worm control and is widely used in anti-fouling 
bottom paints. A second classification has come into the 
field within the last twenty years. These are the chlorinated 
phenols of which pentachlorophenol is the best known 
and most widely used. Pentachlorophenol has many ad- 
vantages. It is clear in color and if properly formulated in 
low concentrations presents neither a health hazard nor 
any danger to the application of subsequent coats of paint 
or varnish. It may slow down the drying of coatings put 
over it and sometimes it does not penetrate too deeply and 
leaves a crystalline deposit on the surface of the wood. 
It does, when concentrations above 21/,% are used some- 
times cause skin irritation (dermatitis) when it comes in 
prolonged contact with the skin, so look at the formula 
on the label and if it shows more than 21/,% pentachloro- 
phenol, guard against prolonged exposure by breathing or 
contact. 


In the third classification is one of the finest research 
developments in the field of fungicides in recent years. It 
is a combination called phenyl mercury oleate in which 
the mercury is combined with benzene and made oil soluble. 
Extremely low concentrations of phenyl mercury oleate can 
be used, far below any health hazard. Only 0.167% (one 
hundred and sixty seven thousandths of one percent) of 
this toxic is necessary to control decay. The molecule of 
this material is small enough to pass into the minute pore 
structure of wood and penetrate deeply and it does not 
deteriorate or break down due to any exposure to the 
elements. This low percentage of chemical to do the job 
compares more than favorably with 2% copper and 5% 
pentachlorophenol which are considered equal on a per- 
formance basis, Within the last ten years, a combination 
of 0.167 phenyl mercury oleate with 1.09% pentachloro- 
phenol has been used with signal success by many manu- 
facturers of boats including Hunter, Chris-Craft, Matthews, 
Bryant, Lester Stone, Shell Lake and many others in both 
the large and small boat field. Its records in preventing de- 
cay are excellent and this material, originally designed for 
large production manufacturing facilities, is now available 
through regular marine supply dealers and distributors and 
can be secured in a ready to use form, It is interesting to 
note, also, that this same material has been used by Ford, 
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General Motors and Chrysler for the treatment of wood 
bodies on station wagons and trucks. 

So now the choice of a good wood preservative is yours. 
Know the formula, look for it on the label and ask for it 
by the name of the toxic chemical. Any manufacturer of a 
wood preservative who does not put his formula on the 
label does not deserve your consideration, for you have a 
responsibility in applying a preservative that is the best 
for your purpose and that will insure long life for your 
boat. There is no compromise with quality and the price 
of all these preservatives is about the same. 

In applying any wood preservative, it is well to think of 
wood as cubic measure and not as surface area. Wood is 
like a sponge. It soaks up a preservative and the more you 
get in the wood below the surface, the better job you do 


: and the better protection you secure. This being true, then 


some method of applying the preservative is desirable that

provides a soaking wet application, and inasmuch as a 
dipping tank cannot be used except in the original con- 
struction or in repair work, then the next best method is a 
wet spray. A good garden spray with a tank and a pump 
and a long nozzle works well or a good insect spray gun 
is serviceable; only open the nozzle so that a wet spray 
issues and not a fog. Both of these instruments allow you to 
get back into the far corners, behind the icebox, back of the 
stove, in the head and around the stem and around the 
fashion pieces in the stern. Start by pointing the wet spray 
upward toward the top of the stem inside the boat and 
let the liquid preservative run down the stem soaking into 
the plank ends and stopwater and keel. Do this all around 
the boat, inside, aiming at the place where the top hull 
plank meets the covering board, Use a surplus of material 
for the more you use, the better job you get and the wood 
will soak up more than you think, If it is colorless and is 
thin enough, it will all soak in and little or no residue 
will remain on the surface. It will find the minute cracks in 
the paint film and filter through giving some protection 
in these places. Any slight amount left on the surface can 
be wiped off, if necessary Avoid all risk of fire by open

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HE third annual Drake-Tomales cruise will take place 

on the weekend of October 10th and 11th. As the 
skippers of the San Francisco Bay fleet take their sturdy, 
small, sea-worthy craft out through the Golden Gate and 
turn northwest for Drake's and Tomales Bays, it might be 
worth while to ponder the sailing ability of Sir Francis 
Drake who first brought his ship to rest on the sands of 
Drake's Bay on June 17th, 1579. His ship was not as long 
as some of the Bay area craft that will make the trip yet he 
circumnavigated the globe with it. He made the passage 
from East to West through the Straits of Magellan in 16 
days. His ship, the Golden Hind with its 100-ton ‘burthen,’ 
80 feet in length overall, 47 feet on the keel, 18’ 6” beam, 
9 foot depth in the hold, draft 13 feet and an armament of 
16 guns, might have measured well under modern racing 
rules but her ability to go to windward would have left her 
far in the wake of modern sailing craft had she competed 
today. She might have done a little better on the down 
hill races but it would have taken a gale to keep her in any 
type of competition with today's boats. However, with 
this over-weighted, under canvased, poor windward ship, 
Drake, the master sailor, showed what man can do against

the sea when he has both determination and ability. It is 
significant to note that he carried a crew of 56 and not a 
man was over 30 years old. 

Sir Francis Drake was a man of the sea in all respects. 
He was born of the sea, raised on the sea, and knew its 
every whim. His father, an ex-mariner and Protestant lay 
preacher, raised Francis along with a family of eleven 
others. The father was a victim of religious fanaticism, 
which was so prevalent in Europe at that time, and was 
forced out of the town of Devon, his birth place, to live 
on the hull of an old ship stranded beside the river Med- 
way which empties into the Thames estuary. The frustra- 
tion and embarrassment of Drake's early life aboard this 
old hulk must have carved deeply into his character, for 
it appears he never forgot his early life. While in his early 
teens he was apprenticed on a merchant bark trading to 
France and Holland. He became a captain at the age of

Drake must have had an intense and magnetic personality, 
as he attracted the attention of many important people 
while still quite young. John Hawkins, his cousin, recog- 
nizing his seafaring ability, paid for his education and 
helped Drake finance his own ship for trading and priva- 
teering in the Caribbean, Drake became a sworn enemy to 
the crown of Spain after an incident in 1568 in a Mexican 
harbor when Drake's ship, with a few other English ships, 
were suddenly attacked by a large number of Spanish ships 
after having been guaranteed safe anchorage. Many of the 
English crews were slaughtered and only Drake and Haw- 
kins were able to escape to England with their ships. It 
was not a difficult task for the personable Drake to obtain 
a privateering commission from: Queen Elizabeth so as to 
have her blessing in his operations against the Spaniards. 
The gold of the Philippines, Mexico and South America 
was the blood of the Spanish Empire, and Drake knew 
that he could hurt the Spanish worst and help himself best 
by letting some of this blood into the coffers of the British 
crown. Queen Elizabeth was badly in need of funds to carry 
on the life of her court and defend her country against 
the Spanish Empire, which at that time straddled the entire 
world. Good Queen Bess must have given Drake a friendly 
wink as she assured Phillip II of Spain that she would do 
nothing to take the gold of his empire. 

Drake manned two fast ships with trusty Devon boys 
in 1572 and set sail for the Spanish Main, He had early 
learned that the bold course was often the best course, 
and he had the necessary sailing ability to carry out these 
bold plans. The first major venture was very successful as 
he raided the Coast of Panama, plundered Nombre de 
Dios, and captured many large Spanish galleons. The ex- 
cellence of his navigation and ship handling were the 
real reasons for his evading the Spanish cruisers sent to 
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capture him and kept his ships off the many coral reefs 
that were mostly uncharted. He became a great hero on his 
return to England and it was not difficult for him to finance 
a larger group of ships for another try at the Spanish pot 
of gold. 

He cleared Plymouth harbor in 1577 with a fleet of 
five ships. The squadron consisted of the Pe//can, 100-tons, 
skippered by Drake; Elizabeth, 80-tons, Capt. John Winter; 
Marygold, 30-tons, Capt. John Thomas; Swan, a flyboat, 
50-tons, Capt. John Chester; Christopher, a pinnace of 15- 
tons, Capt. Thomas Moore. They were driven back by a 
violent storm on their first try at sea and they departed 
the second time on December 13th. Most of these ships 
in length and width were not as large as the average ocean 
sailing yacht of today. All that Drake had was a private 
commission to make reprisals against the Spaniards and a 
lot of encouragement from Queen Elizabeth to continue his 
attacks on the Indian colonies and bring back the ‘golden

fishing stories this season. In Long Beach, Wilbur J. Has- 
kell caught a 288-lb. marlin from a 21-ft. boat, believed 
the largest ever brought into a Long Beach landing. Haskell 
and four friends were fishing off Catalina.

shark. The same mackerel was then used to attract a 
broadbill, but no soap. But then a marlin grabbed the 
bait, and ‘‘pulled the boat all over the ocean, so it seemed.”

And Speaking of Albacore 
although they haven’t been around except way out to sea, 
Dr. S. R. Monaco presents the following recipe to serve 
six generous portions of albacore chowder (to be served 
with salad). 4 Ib. salt pork; 1 qt. diced potatoes; 1 qt. 
diced albacore; 1 qt. diced onions; 1 qt. milk; 4 lb, butter 
and 2 doz. saltine crackers. Dice the fat salt pork to the 
size of a pea and put in kettle. Cook until done and 
add onions. Season with salt and pepper. Add albacore, 
season; add potatoes, season; fill kettle with water to cover 
ingredients. Boil till done; but about 20 minutes after boil- 
ing, add butter, milk and crackers—then bring to boil and 
serve. 
Fishing 

has been slow in September. All kinds of fish are being 
seen but they're not taking the bait, and they're big fish 
too. Lots of spanish mackerel are close inshore strangely 
enough, for they are usually found 3-500 miles offshore. 
The water has cleared greatly but is still cold in streaks.

E. Pester of 
the Royal New Zealand Navy, she is on her way there from 
Britain, via Panama and the Islands. 

Six months out from Portland, Oregon, the yacht Gemini 
blew in to Takaroa in the Tuamotus, late in March, having 
made calls at Honolulu, and all inhabited islands in the 
Marquesas group.

craft ever gathered in one spot in the West, with more than 
300 boats registered.

The fact that he 
has continued to maintain and operate his smart cruiser 
Marijean, powered by two General Motors (Cleveland) 
8 cylinder 268A engines each developing 500 horsepower, 
is accepted by his friends as a clear indication that Mr. 
MacMillan finds the vessel worth while. 

He acquired this former United States YMS craft several 
years ago and it is one of the finest vessels of its type 
operating out of Vancouver, most of its strictly utilitairan 
furnishings and equipment having been replaced by more 
comfortable and convenient accommodations, although the 
whole ship is still highly functional. It is certainly no play- 
boy’s yacht. ; 

Last winter, for instance, Mr. MacMillan cruised to 
southern waters in the Marijean with some of his executives 
and while the primary purpose of the expedition was a 
vacation from the stress and strain of running a vast indus- 
trial empire the opportunity of turning the cruise into a 
scientific enterprise was seized when the Marijean reached 
the coast of South America. Scores of specimens of deepsea 
fish were taken, to be mounted subsequently and presented 
to the University of British Columbia. 

Similarly, two years ago, the Marijean poked its nose into

POTATO ISLAND PROJECT 
ORTLAND area yachtsmen moved a step closer to pro- 
viding some of their own marine playgrounds when 

they took an option on a 71-acre sand island in the 
Columbia River and started the formation of a non-profit 
corporation to own and administer the property. 

The island, popularly known as Potato Island, but shown 
on charts as Sand Island, was optioned to the Portland, 
Columbia River and Rose City Yacht Clubs, jointly, by ar- 
rangements made by a three-man committee representing 
the Columbia River Yachting Association. 

To own the property, the group started the incorpora- 
tion of Tri-Club Islands, Inc., which is to be composed 
of a majority of members of the three yacht clubs, each 
member subscribing for one or more $10 stock shares. 
The commodores and vice commodores of the clubs will 
comprise the board of trustees and have the sole voting 
privileges. 

Potato Island, located in the middle of the river about six 
miles east of the Interstate Bridge, has been a favorite 
anchorage and beach playground for Portland area boaters 
for a number of years. It is located only two to five miles 
from the yacht clubs and is heavily-covered with willow 
brush and trees, with soft clean sand beaches on all sides 
during normal water stages. 

Tri-Club Islands, Inc., is designed to spread its activities 
to other river property in the future if the trustees and 


members feel so disposed.

MARINE PARK ACTIVITIES 

State of Washington's park and recreation commission 
added a five-acre tract of Columbia River frontage at the 
foot of Beacon Rock, about 30 miles east of Portland 
and Vancouver, to its marine park system during August 
when it purchased the property for $19,000, The com- 
mission proposes to develop a boat landing and moorage 
facility at the site. 

Oregon's state legislature provided for an interim com- 
mittee composed of three representatives, two senators and 
two public members to work with the state highway de- 
partment in a study of marine park possibilities on state- 
owned lands along the Oregon shore of the river. The sen- 
ate joint resolution setting up the committee was intro- 
duced by Senator Dean F. Bryson, a member of the 
Columbia River Yacht Club, who was appointed a member. 
Public members appointed by Governor Paul Patterson are 
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Chester S$. Benson and Lawrence Barber, both of Portland 
Yacht Club. 

A major dredging project is scheduled for this autumn 
in front of the Columbia River and Rose City Yacht Clubs 
where the Port of Portland will take 3,000,000 yards of 
sand to use for filling land recently acquired for an ex- 
pansion of Portland International airport. The port pro- 
poses to dredge an area 4300 feet long by 700 feet wide 
to a depth of not more than 50 feet to get its sand. The 
edge of the hole will be about 200 feet from the yacht 
clubs. 

Oregon Outboard Association has appointed a building 
committee to prepare plans for a clubhouse for its recently- 
acquired site on the west bank of the Willamette River 
just south of Portland. The group contemplates a two- 


story clubhouse swith public rooms and bar on the first , 


floor, and caretaker’s quarters and powder rooins upstairs. 
The building would overlook a moorage and beach on 
the river. Funds for purchasing the land and constructing 
the building have been accumulated from earnings of 
racing programs for several years past.

Richardson sedan cruiser with two 145-hp. Universal Com- 
modore Six motors. Wallis Hall is having a 40-foot cruiser 
built by Elo Kauttu, Astoria, from plans drawn by Ed 
Monk, Seattle naval architect.

Well, it was 
that same slippery old bag, I mean Bill Zinsmeyer’s beautiful 
Fisher's Island Sloop Bagatelle. The worst of it is that her 
crew undoubtedly earned this victory, as they sat by their 
sheets and halliards with little or no sleep, fighting the battle 
of light canvas throughout the 160 miles of light-shifting 
zephyrs. Nobody has a word to say against the well-earned 
victory; it is simply that she is winning so many races this 
year that pretty soon it won't be necessary to hold an ocean 
race. All hands will KNOW before it starts that Bagatelle 
will win. 

Well, that’s a bit of hyperbole actually. Several other 
boats put up magnificent battles, and were well ahead of 
the winner at different times. Notable among the top per- 
formers was Chuck Ullman’s light displacement wonder, 
the 50-ft. sloop Legend, which led the fleet of eleven starters 
practically all the way to finish first ahead of a boat that 
was sailing her very first race on this coast, John S. Griffith's 
65-ft. yawl Valhalla. Third across the line was J. H. Nichol- 
son's old timer, the Bayadere. On corrected time, however, 
the story was somewhat different, with Bagatelle first, Fred 
Lyon’s PCC Kitten second and Legend third, Bayadere 
fourth, Valhalla fifth, Hal Ramser’s PCC Antigua sixth and 
R. M. Stockton’s big sloop Galatea seventh. Brilliant, Mara, 
Cotton Blossom and the Navy's 90-ft. yawl Saluda did not 
finish.

PIGMENT IN FIBERGLASS 
HEN resin is used in conjunction with fiberglass 
V \ to either build a glass boat or to cover a wooden hull, 
it is ideal to have the selected color in the resin itself so 
that the boat need never be painted.

financing plan, Waikiki YC has become the first Honolulu

flame for these materials are inflammable but are not ex- 
plosive and when the solvent has evaporated, they actually 
slow down the combustion of wood. If any decay already 
exists, cut out the decayed part and while the place is 
open, soak the preservative well into the remaining wood 
to stop the continued growth of rot and then treat the 
replacement piece before putting it in place and finally 
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soak all of the surrounding area to isolate the decay and 
prevent it from spreading. 

If you can’t use a spray, then use a rag soaked in the 
preservative so that a flooding action is obtained. A sponge 
tied on the end of a broom handle makes a good tool to 
reach into the hard to get places. On bright work such as 
a bridge window frame or cabin side panel where a dark 
discoloration exists and gives a suspicion of rot under the 
varnish, drill into the soft spot with a 1% inch drill and 
soak the preservative into the hole with an oil can filled 
with the preservative. When the wood is well saturated, let 
it dry and then plug the hole with a dowel or with plastic 
wood filler. You may have saved an entire section of wood 
by this method of stopping decay before it does too much 
damage and you have saved, without a doubt, a consider- 
able amount of hard money for repairs. 

And last of all, don’t use a brush if you can possibly 
avoid it. A brush was meant for paint and varnish—to 
spread it on with a thin coat on the surface. It does not 
hold enough as a reservoir to do much good with a preserva- 
tive for all it does is give a surface coat and unless the 
preservative penetrates well into the wood below the 
surface, no real and lasting protection is secured. Save your 
brush for paint and varnish. It will serve you better for 
these materials. 

Keep your oil can filled with your preservative and use it 
whenever and wherever you can to prevent decay from 
starting and to stop it when it first starts. An ounce of 
prevention is worth a lot more than a pound of cure in

the case of rot and the wise use of a preservative in sufh- 
cient quantities is not only inexpensive insurance but in- 
valuable in saving you time and money in costly repair 
work. 

With the advent a few years ago of water-proof plywood 
in the boat building industry, many new uses were found 
for this material. It is only the glue, however, that is 
water-proof and not the wood of the plies. De-lamination 
occasionally occurs at the plywood edges due to cleavage 
of the wood around the glue and not due to any break 
down of the adhesive itself, All the edges of any plywood 
should be treated with a preservative first and perhaps 
afterwards with a sealer. If the preservative you choose is 
also a water-repellent, then there is usually sufficient 
sealing action to be acceptable. Water is then prevented 
in some degree from entering the plywood and the ex- 
posed edges and decay is also prevented from starting and 
the chances of de-lamination are lessened. Particularly now, 
with kit boats being fabricated by individual boat builders 
at home or in the back yard, attention should be paid to 
the plywood furnished by the manufacturer of the kit boat. 
The largest manufacturer of kit boats recommends a pre- 
servative, the same one used in his larger boat construction 
for fifteen years. It is a phenyl mercury oleate-pentachloro- 
phenol combination. Apply it to all edges of all plywood 
and before the boat is finished inside with either paint 
or varnish soak the frames, gussets, stem, chine, keel and 
all pieces around the stern with this preservative. There is 
no need to soak the outside hull with a preservative if 
glass cloth is to be applied. The resin bond used to fix the 
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cloth is suff.cient to control decay where it meets the wood, 
but use a preservative on the inside of the boat to prevent 
decay from starting from the inside out. 

If you have chosen the right preservative, there are other 
uses for it too. If it is clear, it can be used to prevent mold, 
mildew, and rot in canvas so use it on deck canvas and on 
tarpaulins, boat covers, rope and the like. It may stiffen 
them slightly, that’s all. The one clear, colorless, odorless 
preservative is an all purpose material which can be carried 
on hand at all times ready for use when the occasion arises. 
One need not have to change from one preservative below 
the water line to another above it because of color. 

Somehow, now, we have more respect for our craft. In 
searching for decay, we have also learned more about the 
way our vessel is built, and we know from first hand ob- 
servation what goes on in the deep dark corners and 
behind the screen of paint and varnish. Although we like 
to spread the paint and see its gleaming results, we know 
now that it is for beauty we do it and that for durabliity 
beyond the glossing over of the surface we must preserve 
the staunch timbers that make our ship a thing of pride 
and joy. For no satisfaction can be as great as that which 
comes to us when we know our vessel is free from decay, 
that it is strong where strength is needed, that it has en- 
during life under the cover of beauty, that it is a posses- 
sion worthy of our care and that the starlit waters and 
pleasant companionship are ours for the years to come. 
And whether for pleasure or profit, we have preserved our 
boat, to carry us out upon the big and small seas of the 
world—a pride in work well done, a responsibility fulfilled.

PACIFIC COAST CHAMPS 

The ninth annual Pacific Coast Water Ski Championship 
started with a well planned program by the Lodi Chamber 
of Commerce, the Lodi Recreation Department and the 
Stockton Water Ski Club.

At 
the awards banquet, Les Boynton of Bakersfield won a 
pair of skis. 

The Lodi meet was the best tournament ever presented 
in California. It was well managed by Don Dickey of the 
Lodi Chamber of Commerce, Ed Benidetti of the Lodi 
Rcereation Department and Tony Costa of the Stockton 
club. The slalom course was the most exact laid out in 
California. 

Fifty-eight contestants were on hand, which made this 
the largest entry at any regional meet held anywhere. Many 
of the contestants went on to the Nationals the following 
weekend.

fleece.’ His fleet was outfitted at his own expense and on 
his own credit with little financial help from his friends. 
He provided his men and ships with as much comfort, 
pleasure, and amusement as' possible which was exceptional 
for those times and indicated the feeling that Drake had 
for his men and his ships. He even took with him musicians 
as he considered it politic to display the wealth and taste 
of the British Empire to distant parts of the world. Drake 
had planned from the first to take his ships around Cape 
Horn and knew he would be traversing many thousand 
miles of coastline and ocean which no other white man 
had ever seen. He must have done much serious thinking 
as he ran down the trades from Europe to South America. 
The confidence in his own ability must have been the 
answer for any misgivings. He was fortunate enough to cap- 
ture two Portuguese ships at Porto Praya on the island of 
St. Jago and used one of the Portuguese captains as a 
pilot to get him to Brazil and navigate some of its coast- 
line. After 55 days at sea, Drake's little squadron raised the 
coast of Brazil. After a short stay there where he had 
numerous fights with the natives, and beheaded one of 
his own men for mutiny, he left for the Straits of Magellan 
with only three ships: the Pelican, Elizabeth, and Marygold. 
At the Straits of Magellan, before making passage, he 
changed the name of the Pelican to the Golden Hind in 
homage of his Queen and in memory of his honorable 
friend Sir Christopher Hatton. Drake took his three ships 
through the straits in the remarkable time of 16 days and 
was the second white man to accomplish this. When one 
realizes that this was done without the aid of charts and 
under extremely adverse weather conditions, one can gauge 
the true ability of this great mariner. 


Upon entering the Pacific, the three ships were hit by 
a typical ‘Cape Horner’ and it was at this time that the 
Marygold, under the command of Capt. John Thomas, was 
lost with all hands, The Golden Hind and the Elizabeth 
stood back into a bay near the western entrance. The 
Golden Hind parted her cable and was forced back to 
sea again. The pinnace Christopher was with her at this 
time and was lost in this next battle with the elements. 
Elizabeth turned back through the Straits, entered the At- 
lantic, and sailed for England. Drake was now alone with 
his Golden Hind, a reduced crew, and was driven by the 
mad gales of the Antartic to the southern extremity of 
the American Continent. He was suffering from wounds 
received from skirmishes with the local natives and his 
situation was at its lowest ebb. Finally the great mariner 
was able to bring his little ship back up the coast of Chile, 
where, with his usual adaucity, he began plundering every 
Spanish ship with which he could come in contact. While 
plundering the ships in Callao, Drake heard of a fabulous 
galleon that was proceeding on its way to Panama. He

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ran this ship down near the Equator and took her after a 
short fight. So huge was the booty, that it took Drake four 
days to transfer all the gold and silver from his prize, the 
Cacafuego. He knew by this time that he should not return 
the same way he had come, so proceeded north along the 
coast of Central America and stopped at Acapulco where 
he took some more of the Spanish gold and shoved off for 
the northern route across the Pacific. Running into the 
usual headwinds that the yachtsmen of today encounter 
along this coast, Drake was forced to find shelter because 
his ship was taking so much water. The heavy bars of 
gold and silver were too much ballast for the tired old 
timbers of the Golden Hind. He arrived in the vicinity of 
Gulf of the Farallones June Sth, 1579, and entered what 
is known as Drake’s Bay on June 17th. Two days later the 
ship was brought into what appears to be now Drake’s 
Estero, where, in the protected waters, he could unload 
his ship of its heavy ballast. Evidently he entered the Bay 
in one of the typical foggy days of this time of the year 
and was reported to have said after they had anchored 
“there appeared immediately a most vile, thick and stinking 
fog.” He took possession of this country in the name of 
England and Queen Elizabeth and gave it the name of 
Nova Albion, He posted a plate of brass to establish his 
claim, which has been found in recent years and now is in 
possession of the University of California in Berkeley. 


Drake remained in the Bay for approximately a month 
and his ship was calked and re-fastened to the best of his 
ability. It also gave his crew a chance to get a rest and 
regain their health after the vicissitudes of the past year 
at sea fighting the Spaniards and the weather. Drake dealt 
in a friendly fashion with the Miwok Indians, built huts, 
and erected a small fortification for protection. The stay 
was not unpleasant in these surroundings, but he was 
anxious to get his ship back to England with its tremendous 
load of over 15 million dollars worth of booty. It was 
more evidence in favor of Drake's great seamanship that he 
was able to bring his ship past what we know as Duxbury’s 
Reef and the outlying rocks around Pt. Reyes with no 
trouble. He must have been an expert with the leadline 
to safely navigate the reefs and shoals in the unchartered 
seas over which he sailed. 


On July 23rd, Drake left the west coast of America and 
sailed into the setting sun, The rest of his trip home was 
without any great incident other than a grounding on one 
of the coral reefs of the southwest Pacific. In order to get 
his ship free, Drake found it necessary to actually heave 
overboard some bars of silver which no doubt caused him 
great pain as each one hit the water. However, he was able 
to reach England with well over 15 million dollars on his 
vessel. This caused the Queen no end of joy and King 
Phillip no end of pain. When one reviews the accomplish- 
ments of this great navigator, and this trip that was made 
less than 90 years after Columbus discovered America, it 
produces a feeling of admiration in the hearts of saltwater 
sailors. Also it was Drake and men like him who were 
able to sweep the power of the Spanish off of the sea and 
bring the English way of life to our new world. These 
men were great sailors and their deeds were of the sea. It 
is also noteworthy to remembet that Drake brought the 
flag of England to this country 5 years before Sir Walter 
Raleigh made his unsuccessful attempt to colonize Virginia. 
It was 41 years before the colony of Plymouth became a
